Cl00 Challenges Approval of CSX 
Twin Tunnels in Federal Court

he Committee of 100 on 
the Federal City (Cl00) 
is filing suit to challenge 
the decision by the Federal High¬ 
way Administration and District 
Department of Transportation to 
allow for new, twin tunnels, dou¬ 
ble-stacked trains, and years of haz¬ 
ardous construction in a vibrant, 
growing community. The decision 
was announced as a “Record of 
Decision” (ROD) at the conclu¬ 
sion of the Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) consideration of 
the CSX plan. 

“This decision is unlawful, 
premature, and problematic,” 
said Cl00 Vice President Monte 
Edwards. “The Record of Decision 
fails to address the severe safety 
and security impacts the proposed 
project will have on the immediate 
community and on Capitol Hill, 
the constraint on the expansion 
of passenger and commuter rail 
service in the District, and the pre¬ 
approval by DDOT of the project 
before any environmental review 
had been conducted.” 

Edwards also emphasized that there is no 
need to rush to judgment on the CSX proposal. 
The EIS expressly states that the current CSX 
tunnel has “decades” left of useful service. In 
addition, Maryland’s recent rejection of CSX’s 
proposed double-stacking terminal in Baltimore 
undercut CSX’s primary rationale for building 
the two new tunnels in the District, as the Balti¬ 
more bottleneck remains. 

“Issuance of the Record of Decision ends the 
administrative process, and litigation is the only 
option to obtain a new EIS that addresses our 
concerns. Until we have a new EIS, no permits 
should be granted by the District or federal offi¬ 


cials,” Edwards concluded. 

The C100 filed suit on Wednesday, Nov. 12. 
Simultaneously with the filing of the Complaint, 
the Committee filed a motion for a preliminary 
injunction to prohibit any further action until 
the District Court for the District of Columbia 
can rule on whether the Environmental Impact 
Statement - on which FWHA and DDOT were 
co-lead agencies - violated the National Envi¬ 
ronmental Policy Act, the Administrative Proce¬ 
dure Act, and District law. The Cl00 is repre¬

n Friday, Oct. 24th, The Southwester 
held a Halloween-themed party at 
Blind Whino to raise money for the 
paper and celebrate with all of Southwest’s 
finest at our quadrant’s hottest event space. 
Residents from all corners of the DC metro area 
came out in their craziest costumes to show their 
support for the paper, join in the festivities, and 
dance the night away. However, even the most 
defined plans sometimes end in the most unex¬ 
pected of ways and this event was no exception. 

The inspiration for the Halloween blow¬ 
out stemmed from Editor-in-Chief Shannon 


Vaughn’s 30th birthday party, which was held at 
Blind Whino in Oct. 2013 with a similar theme 
and a turnout of more than 400 people. When 
reflecting upon the success of last year’s party, it 
only seemed natural to attempt a repeat perfor¬ 
mance with the added benefit of raising funds to 
support The Southwester. Blind Whino’s super- 
star duo of Shane Pomajambo and Ian Callendar 
signed up immediately, even offering the venue 
at no cost to the paper—a huge help in finding 
the perfect location. 

At this year’s event, several different DJs spun 
tracks from 8 pm til midnight while revelers 
enjoyed dancing and drinks on Blind Whino’s 


two levels. Catering inside the venue was pro¬ 
vided by Chef Nadine of Nutrition Synergies 
LLC, whose offerings included a variety of mini 
quiches as well as chicken and waffles, while 
the Korengy food truck served up Korean tacos 
outside: all the necessary ingredients to throw a 
celebration deserving of our 50th anniversary. 

But even the best laid plans sometimes fail 
to reach fruition. To cover the event’s expenses 
(security, bartending fees, catering, etc.) we 
needed to have less than half of the amount 
of people that came last year to come and pay 
the $10 per person donation as a cover, which 
was almost an afterthought given last year’s 


success. All told, less than 125 people showed 
up. While this did not dampen the partygoers’ 
moods, we knew those missing expenses would 
come out of our nonexistent savings. 

As some realize, the paper is not free to cre¬ 
ate. While it may be free to our readers, the 
paper costs roughly 25 cents per issue to print 
and about $2,000 total. We operate in the black, 
but we collect in the red thanks to multiple 
businesses who have taken out ads and have not 
paid, some with bills of $5,000+ outstanding. 
Needless to say, the paper is hurting, thus our 
fundraising efforts this year.

Thinking about Jazz Celebrates Clifford Brown

he short, but amazingly pro¬ 
lific life of jazz trumpeter 
Clifford Brown will be cel¬ 
ebrated at Westminster Church’s bi¬ 
monthly Thinking About Jazz (TAJ) 
series in Southwest DC on Saturday, 

Dec. 13, 2014 from 1-3:00 PM. Dr. 

Nick Catalano, professor of Literature 
and Music at Pace University, will 
speak about his book on Brown, 

“Clifford Brown: The Life and Art 
of the Legendary Jazz Trumpeter.” 

Harmon Carey, childhood friend of 
Brown and executive director of the Afro-Amer¬ 
ican Historical Society of Delaware will also be 
present. 

Clifford Brown was born on Oct. 30, 1930 
in Wilmington, Delaware. On his thirteenth 
birthday his father gave him a trumpet, which 
he mastered quickly, playing in school bands 
and other musical groups. Delaware State Uni¬ 
versity, despite having no music department, 
awarded Brown a music scholarship. After a year 
at Delaware studying math, Brown transferred to 
Maryland State College where he played in and 
composed for the school’s well-known 16-piece 
jazz band. 

Brown soon began traveling to nearby Phila¬ 


delphia where he sat in with such jazz greats 
as Dizzy Gillespie, Fats Navarro, and Charlie 
“Bird” Parker, all of whom liked to take credit for 
discovering his amazing talent. Also noted early 
in Brown’s life were qualities that separated him 
from the stereotypes of jazz musicians in that 
he was known to be kind and humble, and also 
lived clean. Soon Brown moved on to Atlantic 
City and joined Lionel Hampton’s band, which 
gave him the opportunity to tour Europe and 
play with many of the best musicians of the 
day. Upon returning to the U.S. he joined the 
Art Blakey Quintet, which gave him the chance 
to play and tour with West Coast musicians. 
In 1934 Brown teamed up with drummer 
Max Roach to form the popular Brown-Roach 


Quintet. 

Clifford Brown’s influence lives 
on today. He combined his unique 
style, which was described as “attack¬ 
ing every note,” with that of Charlie 
Parker’s bebop, the form that came 
to be called “hard bop.” His com¬ 
positions and solos are revered by 
both students and contemporary jazz 
musicians. Saxophonist Benny Gol- 
son’s musical tribute, “I Remember 
Clifford,” has become a jazz standard. 
The tragedies in the lives of many 
performers often revolve around 
drug and alcohol excesses. Clifford Brown never 
indulged in either, but his playing was halted for 
a year after an automobile accident in 1930 and 
his short life ended on June 27, 1956, the result 
of a second automobile accident on the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Turnpike.

Pay for Metro with your smartphone 
or watch? Testing starts soon 


M etro is planning a pilot program to 
test new fare technology and fare 
gates to allow riders to pay for their 
trip in new ways, including next-generation 
smartphones, NFC-enabled watches, contactless 
credit and debit cards, Federal ID cards, and 
more. 

Metro recently announced a pilot program 
to test the new tech¬ 
nology at 10 Metro- 
rail stations, six 
Metrobus routes, 
and two parking 
facilities, beginning 
in January. 

The 10 Metro- 
rail stations select¬ 
ed for the pilot 
are: Shady Grove, 

Eisenhower Avenue, 

Bethesda, Pentagon 
City, Pentagon, 

Ballston, Gallery 
Place (7th & F), Farragut West, Navy Yard, and 
Suitland. In addition, parking facilities at Shady 
Grove and Suitland will be included in the pilot. 

The six Metrobus routes selected for the 
pilot are: 37 (Wisconsin Ave Limited), X9 (Ben- 
ning Rd-H St Limited), 39 (Pennsylvania Ave 
Limited), K9 (New Hampshire Ave Limited), 
J4 (College Park-Bethesda Limited), and REX 
(Richmond Highway Express). 

Installation of new fare gates and bus and 
parking payment targets for the pilot began in 
October. Metro will begin recruiting custom¬ 


ers to participate in the pilot within a matter 
of weeks. 

The new fare system will allow riders to pay 
for their trip using a variety of new methods, 
without the need to convert U.S. currency to 
Metro fare value. For example, visitors to the 
region will be able to enter and exit the rail 
system and pay for their trip using many types 
of NFC-equipped or 
contactless credit 
or debit cards and 
mobile devices, all 
without stopping at 
a fare machine or 
purchasing a SmarT- 
rip card. Federal 
workers eventually 
will be able to use 
their workplace ID 
card. 

If the pilot is suc¬ 
cessful, Metro plans 
to replace the now 
decades-old fare gates and vending machines at 
station entrances across the system and add new 
payment targets onboard buses and at parking 
facilities, starting in 2017. The replacement of 
outmoded technology is expected to result in 
faster, more reliable fare payment for thousands 
of riders each day as they travel through Metro’s 
rail, bus, and parking systems. 

Design, development, and deployment of 
this new system will be a multi-year initiative. 
SmarTrip cards will continue to be accepted for 
the foreseeable future. 
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‘Fiddler 5 Shines on Its 50th Anniversary

I f you have not been to Arena Stage, you 
should go. I have lived within a stone’s 
throw of the theater for a year now, often 
walking by with my dog, but had only ever 
peered into the gigantic glass windows from 
the outside. So when a friend asked me to go 
see Fiddler on the Roof on its opening night at 
Arena Stage and write about the experience, I 
agreed. 

I grew up going to New York City regularly 
with my family and, as a kid, a trip there usu¬ 
ally included a show or a baseball game. I had 
never seen Fiddler on stage but I was familiar 
with the story from the movie and was curi¬ 
ous how the big glass-encased theater around 
the corner would do with the show. I could 
not have been more impressed by the whole 
experience. 

The building itself is brand new and beauti¬ 
ful. With lots of open areas, several levels, and 
outdoor space, it looks like the perfect space to 
host any event. The theater boasts three sepa¬ 
rate stages as well as classrooms and other 
meeting rooms. There is also the Catwalk Cafe, 
which offers a fixed price menu for two and a 
half hours before any show that looked delicious 
and which I will have to try on my next visit. 
As I wandered among the pre-show crowd and 
grabbed a drink, I noticed a few familiar faces, 
including neighbors who I normally only ever 
see in my lobby and politicians I recognized from 
the recent election posters. 

We entered and descended the stairs to our 
seats in the intimate, four-sided Fichandler 
Stage. The show began with the fiddler sitting 
on the “roof,” which hung above the stage. As 
Tevye (Jonathan Hadary, the Papa) entered from 
almost below me, I immediately realized that 
this would be a unique show because there was 
no true backstage. Actors and actresses entered 
from the corners or even from underneath the 
stage while the 680-seat crowd looked down on 
the stage from all sides. The show was fantastic. 
The stage direction and production made it so 
there wasn’t a bad seat in the house. Dancers and 
singers played to all sides of the room. Without a 
curtain to hide behind, set changes came from all

sides and even through the floor. This enhanced 
the already great aspects of the show, such as the 
dream sequence. 

The entire ensemble was great, especially the 
actors and actresses who played Tevye, Golde 
(Ann Arvia, the Mama), and Hodel (Hannah 
Corneau), who had me poring over the Play¬ 
bill during intermission to find out what other 
shows they had been in. The cast and crew did 
a great job portraying the value of family, the 
celebration of life, and the question of tradition. 
The whole show and experience convinced me 
that I need to take advantage of this great venue 
more often and come to as many events as I can. 

At the end of the show, I was surprised to find 
out that the lyricist for Fiddler , Sheldon Har¬ 
nick, was in the audience for the 50 th anniversary 
of the show. Molly Smith, the director, awarded 
Mr. Harnick with the American Artist Award. 
He complimented everyone involved with the 
show and said that in 50 years of seeing the show, 
he had never seen the dream sequence portrayed 
that well. Molly Smith also honored Senator 
Tim Kaine with the American Voice Award. The 
honors were followed by a dessert reception for 


the whole audience. I was able to chat with a 
few of my neighbors and I was also able to snap 
a quick picture with Jonathan Hadary. I sent the 
picture to my parents to show them that I still 


do some cultural things and found out that they 
had seen Mr. Hadary in his Tony award winning 
role in Gypsy on Broadway almost 25 years ago. 
Tradition!
